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25X14 le The IFA Karosseriewerk, Leipzig (formerly Eberspcher) in August 1952 produced 
40 tank trucks with a capacity of 5,000 liters each. Truck bodies of various 
kinds were also produced. Experiments are being made with the manufacture of 
bodies of pressed wood. 


2. In July 1952 there were produced 60 to 70 tank trucks of 5,000 liters capacity 
for the Soviet Union, which were shipped at the Plagwitz 2 railway station. A 


number (8 to 12) tank trucks-with a capacity of 10,000 liters were also built. 


Two of these were delivered to the Welzow Airfield, where they were mounted on 
chassiso 


3. In September 1952, 36 tank trucks wore built, 32 of which had a 5, 000=liter 


capacity. The other four had a 10,000-liter capacity and were insulated outside 
and enameled inside.
